•Washington. D. C., Jan. 29.—The 


first of two eclipses of the moon this 
year occurred this morning, .but "\vas 
only partly visible in this country. On' 
the Pacific coast the entire eclipse 
was visible, but this- side of the Rocky 
Mountains the moon set with the 
eclipse on it. It took the moon three 
horn's to pass through the great shad- 
ow of the earth, not a very long time 
when it is borne in mind that the 
shadow is 850,000 miles -long.

second eclipse this year 
will

place, on September 
29, when the 


shadow of Neptune will be thrown 
upon the moon, only an edge of which 
will remain visible.
